COATESVILLHD, Penn., Atte, 14--After 
@ night in which thousands of the people 
of tiis borougn moved quietly to ‘a field 
a stone's throw from its border line, there 
tO Stand guard and watch while @ dozen 
or more of their nuniber burned a negro" 
to death, Coatesville went about its busi> 
ness to-day with every external evidence 
of peaceful intentions.. But the authori- 
ties are filled with apprehension after the 
showing of the spirit of the place, and 
this evening shortly after dark Capt, Wil- 
helm of Troop C of the State Constabulary 
reached town with fifteen troopers, The’ 
nerves of the town are on edge to-night 
and there are’predictions that ta-snosrow 
will see wholesale arrests. 

It was m Coatesville, a hitherto orderly 
borough ‘in Chester County, that many 
of the people spent Saturday night search- 
ing the woods until dawn yesterday for 
Zachariah H. Walker, a tall, thin Virgin- 
jan’ negro, who, in resisting arrest, shot 
and killed Special Policeman Edgar Rice 
of the Worth Brothers Steel Works. The 
negro when cornered tried suicide, but the 
shot directed against himeelf was not 
fatal, and least’ night masked mén 
drafted him from his bed in the Coates- 
Ville Hospital and built before him a fire 
thet burned him to a few charred pieces 
of bone, ; 4 

All day long the town has wondered 
whether any arrests would be made. Al- 
though many men as cye . witnesses 
tould name some of the leaders in 
the mob, Coatesville had its doubt as to 
whether or not the local police would 
be severe with them. But Sheriff D. M. 
Golder. of Chester County assumed con- 
trol, and District Attorney Gawthrop, 
late of the University of Pennsylvania 
baseball team, vowed he was sincere in 
his determination to prosecute. He said 
he was launched ‘on a “legitimate cru- 
sade.”

YOUNG GOMEZ SHOOTS 
AT CUBAN EDITOR 


| President's Son Attacks Con- 


gressman Andre, Who Returns 
His Fire in Havana Cafe. 


POLICE AID HIS ESCAPE 


Mounted Men Surrotind Veltilole in 
Which Young Gomez Flees to Palace 
-—wust Back. from Coronation.

HAVANA, Aug. 14—Miguel Mariaiio 
Gomez, son of the President of-Cuba, 
Who recently returned * trom London, 
where he was a member of Cuba's del- 


egation to the cdronation, fired five 
shots from.an automatic pistol at Rep- 
resentative Andre at 11:80 o'clock to- 
night. Signor Andre was. sitting in the 
Cafe Cosmopolita adjoining the Ho 
Inglaterra. Signor Andre, who was 
hot wounded; returned the fire. Young 
Gomes fled in a palace coach, escorted 
by mounted policemen, who beat off 
the crowd of many persons who clam- 
ored for the Youth’s blood. 

Young Gomez opened fire upon 
Signor Andre without a word of warh- 
ing, and people liken the act to the at- 
tempted assassination of Gen, Pino 
Guerra as he was leaving the Palace 
after visiting the President. 

Guerra. then charged in court that 
Gen. Monteagudo, who. coveted his 
place as commander of the army and 
now hag it, and who years before had 
been accused of many murderé at the 
order of Gomez while the latter was 
Governor of Santa Clara Province, in- 
stigated the attempt which so seriously 
wounded Guerra as to nearly cost his 
life.
